Mafia lynchers, while just w hat was ex ­ 
pected. is the subject of much comment. 
Citizens generally commend the action 
of the jury and indulge in considera­ 
ble self-glorification 
over

haustive m anner in which the su b ject 
is treated. 
The consensus of opinion 
is th at the Italian governm ent has 
little left to complain of, the. report 
showing th at only tw o of the prisoners 
killed were subjects of Italy. 
Sig. Corte, the Italian consul, is how ­ 
ever, not enthusiastic over the docu­ 
ment. 
Ile says th at he is very much 
displeased with the report.

tiate a reciprocity arrangem ent w ith 
the United States. Since the funding of 
the national debt by the Grace syndi­ 
cate Peru has been coming out of the 
anaconda grip of Chili.

There is a special de­ 
m and at present for American lard, and 
this will undoubtedly be included in 
the concessions. 
Vexatious fees in re­

also probably be modified as was dona 
by the Brazilian governm ent in its reci­ 
procity arrangem ent. Though the syndi­ 
cate which funded the Peru national 
debt was made up m ostly of English­ 
men, a good deal of the m aterial and 
m achinery it is using in building rail­ 
roads is shipped by the United States.

A reciprocity arrangem ent between 
Peru and the United States will bs 
likely to give the same privileges to all 
citizens of the United States who are 
developing the m ining and other indus­ 
tries of th a t country.

. dueed to Ashes—Seven Acres Burned 
Over—The Fire Fader 
Control. 


A DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION. 
New Y ork, May 7.—A fire broke out 
in the yard of the E xport Lum ber Com­ 
pany, on Newton creek, a t ll o’clock 
W ednesday night and spread w ith great 
rapidity, 
liver three acres of lum ber 
were stored in the yard. 
The fire 
orgininated 
in 
Doncaster’s 
iron 
foundry 
on 
Pidgeon street, 
Long 
Island 
City. 
and 
quickly 
spr^-d 
until 
it 
had 
taken 
in 
about 
five square blocks of territory cover *d 
w ith lum ber yards and other business 
places. 
The foundry was soon de­ 
stroyed, and the flames spread to tbe 
B urroughs lum beryard. 
The fir** soon 
crossed to the hay and feed sheds of 
Clark & Sampson, the W hiting Lum ber 
Company, on Newton creek, Hum m ell’s 
stone yards and Tunis, Sims & Co. The 
fire burned w ith alm ost incredible fierce­ 
ness amid the masses of lum ber and 
other inflam m able m aterial, and step 
by step the firemen Were driven back. 
N ext the vessels moored to the docks 
on Newton creek were threatened. T he 
flames had by this tim e spread to the 
lum ber yards of McClave Jfc Co., adjoin­ 
ing the Long Island railroad depot, and 
the yard of M acintosh, across Vernon 
avenue, near the Green Point bridge. T he 
Clark Sc Simpson feed m ills w ere burned 
and H. S. W hiting’s retail lum ber y ard 
w as entirely consumed. 
H. S. Bur­ 
roughs’ wholesale lum ber yard in New­ 
tow n creek, adjoining the export yard, 
w as soon a mass of flames. 
The Simon 
Lum ber Company’s mill followed and 
w as 
soon 
a 
to ta l loss. 
All th e 
Standard Oil Company’s fire tugs and 
the entire Long Island city fire d epart­ 
m ent, under Chief Casey, were on the 
scene and 
did good work. 
M ayor 
Gleason and the fire com m issioners had 
personal charge and directed the move­ 
m ents of the firem en ‘Jh e lum ber 
yard of E. L. McClave, n ex t to tlqp 
depot, 
caught 
fire and 
w as 
en ­ 
tirely 
consumed. 
So 
intense 
w as 
th e 
h eat 
from th e 
enormous 
piles of burning lum ber 
th a t the 
firemen 
were 
unable 
to g et near 
enough to bring a stream to bear. 
Several of the firemen w ere terribly 
burned and one m an w as driven into 
N ew ton creek, all other m eans of es­ 
cape being cut off, and drowned. 
A t 
an early hour this m orning the flames 
w ere got under control. 
T he fire covered the entire lum ber 
district of seven acres, or th irteen city 
blocks, which w as alm ost entirely cov­ 
ered w ith lum ber piles. 
The loss w ill 
reach $1,000,000. 
Thousands of persons 
viewed the scene from either side of the 
creek, w atching anxiously the progress 
of the flames, which a heavy wind m a­ 
terially aided.

R e s u l t s o f S o m e E x p e r i m e n t s o n B o s t o n 's 


P r i n c i p a l L i n e . 
Some experiments that have been 
made to determine the distances re­ 
quired to stop an electric car ender or­ 
dinary circumstances, from various 
speeds, have furnished interesting re­ 
sults as to the brake power of street 
cars, as appears by tile annual report 
of the railroad commissioners. In mak­ 
ing the experiments the following con­ 
ditions were observed: A man with a 
number of surveying pins was sta­ 
tioned on the step of the rear platform; 
two observers with stop watches stood 
upon the platform; a fourth gave the 
signal for the driver to stop. 
With the 
car running at a uniform speed, it was 
necessary to determine—first, the rate 
of speed, and, second, the distance re­ 
quired to make a stop. 
At a given signal the first stop watch 
was started and a pin was dropped 
upon the ground. At the expiration 
of ten seconds the observer with his 
stop watch gave another signal and 
stopped his watch. When this signal 
was given a second pin was dropped on 
the ground, the second stop watch was 
started and the signal given for the 
driver to put on the brakes. When the 
car came to rest the second stop watch 
was stopped and a third pin was 
dropped. The time required to pass 
over the distance between the first 
and second pins showed the rate of 
speed. The distance between the sec* 
end and third pins was the length of 
stop. 
On a subsequent occasion the speed 
was obtained by measuring the time 
necessary to pass over the distance be­ 
tween given streets. This method of 
observation was easy to carry out, but 
was, of course, not precise, and the 
given lengths of stop were slightly 
greater than the distances passed over 
from the time the brakes were actually 
applied to the wheels, owing to the 
fact that a fraction of a second was 
probably lost in giving the signals. 
A great variation was shown between 
the different stops made. ‘ ‘Supposing, ” 
say the experts, “the friction to be the 
same, the length of stop should be as 
the square of the velocity. Really the 
friction is less the greater the velocity, 
so that the length of stop should be 
somewhat greater than in proportion to 
the square of the velocity. This was 
shown in a stop in thirty-six feet at 6.3 
miles per hour, and in a stop in forty- 
eight feet at 12.2 miles per bour in­ 
stead of a stop in 144 feet, as it would 
be according to the square of the veloc­ 
ity; or if the stop in forty-eight feet be 
taken as a basis of comparison the stop 
from six miles an hour should have 
been made in twelve feet The grades 
in these *!ases were not greatly differ­ 
ent. 
Again, comparing two experi­ 
ments in which the speed was nearly 
the same, the stop on the down grade 
was mach better than on the up grade. 
Other discrepancies of a similar charac­ 
ter were noticed.”—Boston Transcript
